Physical  Education 

Physical  Education  is  an  important  phase  in  the  life  at  Bridgewater.  It  is  a daily  class 
of  no  less  significance  than  any  other  subject.  Participation  is  required  of  all  pupils  unless 
excused  by  a doctor  because  of  some  health  condition. 

The  program  for  grades  one,  two,  and  three  consists  of  supervised  play  directed  by  the 
room  teacher.  This  includes  folk  dances,  games  of  skill,  winging  games,  ring  games,  and 
relays. 

The  program  for  grades  four,  five,  six,  and  seven  is  of  more  formal  type  supervised  by 
the  high  school  i hysical  director.  The  group  is  divided  into  a specified  number  of  teams 
choosing  their  own  captain  and  keeping  their  own  scores.  This  establishes  a feeling  of  keen 
but  frien  lly  rivalry.  Their  activities  consist  of  calisthenics,  games,  and  marching.  Points 
are  scored  as  a team  for  each  of  these  activ  ities. 


Our  Health  and  Physical  Education  program  is  a part  of  each  days  schedule  of  work 
and  is  required  of  all  pupils.  A minimum  program  for  all  schools  is  set  up  by  the  County 
Board.  Our  program  consists  of  the  student  body  being  organized  into  teams  which  com- 
pete with  one  another  during  the  activities  of  the  period.  The  first  several  minutes  of  the 
class  is  devoted  to  calisthenics  which  play  an  important  part  in  the  development  of  our  phy- 
sical bodies.  Most  of  the  period  is  devoted  to  competitive  games  and  points  are  awarded 
to  the  winning  teams.  Stress  is  also  placed  upon  good  marching  of  the  teams  as  they  com- 
pete with  one  another. 

During  the  winter  months  a schedule  for  indoor  activity  is  followed.  Classes  in  Health 
Education  are  conducted  as  well  as  a schedule  of  competitive  games.  The  boys  and  girls 
alternate,  using  the  gymnasium  one  day  for  games  and  having  the  health  classes  the  next.

Whether  for  one  day  of  the  school  year  or  for  the  nine  months,  this  same 
friendliness  creates  the  atmosphere  in  which  we  all  live,  grow,  and  advance  along 
the  road  to  achievement. 


The  services  of  the  many  personnel  who  keep  the  wheels  of  our  school  mov- 
ing so  smoothly,  the  sacrifices  of  devoted  teachers  and  parents,  and  the  loyalty, 
friendship,  and  co-operation  of  the  many  students — these  are  the  qualities  of  the 
people  whom  we  meet  here  day  after  day.
